Allowed Claims 

Claims 1-4, 8 and 11-14 are allowed over the prior art of record. Claim 4 has 
been rejoined with the compound claims for allowance. Claims 10 and 18-20 are 
cancelled according to the following Examiner's Amendment. Overall, claims 5-7, 9- 
10 and 15-20 are now cancelled.

Reason for Allowance 

Applicant's claimed invention is directed to terphenyl derivatives with formula (I) 
as shown herein. 
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The closest prior art is Tilley et al. (US 4,916,145). Tilley et al. teaches 
substituted N-[(pyridyl)alkyl]aryl-carboxamide derivatives with the structural limitations 
shown in column 1, lines 10-50. 

The prior art is deficient in that the amide nitrogen is substituted with a 
heteroaromatic group. 

The prior art neither teaches, nor suggests the limitations of Applicant's claims as 
described above. Nor would it have been obvious to modify the prior art's process 
steps to arrive at the instantly claimed invention. There is no motivation to do so.
